BACKGROUND: ! 


The captioned subjects were codefendants in an Anti- 
Racketeering case involving George =. Browne and William Bioff, in 
woich the Bureau conducted investigation. Following investigation, 
these subjects, topetner with Browne and Bioff, were cuarged with 
having extorted from various motion picture producers (such as 
Loew's lno., Paramount Enc., 20th Century Fox Film Corporation and 
Warner Brothers Pictuces Ine) a sum upwards of 11,000,000. 


On November 6, 191, Browne and Sloff were found guilty 
on three counts violating the Federal Anti-Racketeering Statute in 
that they extorted money from these companies by the use of threats, 
force and fear. On November 12, 1941, Bloff was sentenced to ten 
years imprisonment and a (10,000 fine on count one, ten years 
imprisonment on count two to run concurrently with the present 
sentence received uncer count one and ten years and ,10,000 fine on 
count three to run consecutively to the concurrent sentences on 
counts one and two. The prison sentence on count toree was suspended, 
conditioned however upon payment of the two 710,000 fines. ne was 
then placed on probation for five years; this probationary sentence 
to begin on completion of the sentence under counts one and two. 


On Novenber 12, 194l, Browne was sentenced to elrht years 
and ,10,000 fine on count one and on count two to sight years, which 
are to be served concurrently with the prison sentence unuer count 
orë. Browne was also sentenced to ten years and ,10,000 fine on 
count three with tue sane provision as to suspension and probation, 
conditioned upon payment of the fines as indicated in the case 
of Bloff. 


KP RES From tue investigation and trial of the Browne and Bloff 
ou atter information waa developed indicating tnat certain individuals 
ewe nown as the "Chicago Mob" were behind Browne and Bioff and their 

wa extortions from the motion picture induetry. The development of this

nad served a total of tures yeara five months and five days or 
one month and five days, more than 1/3 of their respective sentences.

Andrea 
and oe Lucila and requested an immediate and full investigation of 
this allegation. On the same date the Attorney General telephoned 
tne Diractor and reiterated his request for a full investigation 
stating that the Lepartment would prosecute if tne allegation was 
substantiated. 


wee HE SULES OF BUSBAU INVESTIGATION: 

E ane Bureau conducted a full and intensive investigation 
eus ——oncerning the alleged irregularities originally reported and these 
m»  Qirpegulasprities which came to our attention during the course of 
we——this investigation and relating to the parole of the subjects in 
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this case. This investigation, which was completed in October, 

194.7, did not disclose any criminal irregularity in the granting 

of the paroles. However, during the course of the Bureau's investiga- 
tion information was developed indicating that statements made by 

the subjects to their parole officers were incorrect, particularly 

in relation to their financial intorests. 


Copies of all reports in this investigation were furnished 
to the Attorney General. 


REVOCATION OF /AROLES : 


wubject Paul De Lucia was arrested at his residence in 
Chicago on June 16, 1948, by the U. S. Marshal pursuant to a Parole 
Vielator's Warrant Issued by the U. S, Board of Parole. 


Louls Campagna, accompanied by his attorney, surrendered 
to the U. S. Attorney in the chambers of U. S. District Judge John 
P. Barnes at Chicago on July 23, 1948. 


Charles Gloe was arrested by the U. S. “Marshal at 
Chicago on July 23, 1948, on a Parole Violatorts Warrant. 


A Parole Violator's Warrant was also issued for subject 
John Roselli, who voluntarily surrendered to the Ua 5. Marshal at 
Los Angeles on July 27, 198. 


No action was taken to revoke the parole of Philiip 
D! Andrea ue to his poor health. 


SUPPLIMENTAL REQUESTS FOR INVESTIGATION: 


Following completion of “the original investigation we 
received supplemental requests for investigation from the Depart- 
ment and the United States Attorney at Chicago. This investigation 
was conducted and reports submitted to the Department and the 
United States Attorney. 
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LEGAL ACTION TAKEN AGATNST SUBJECT LOUIS CAMPAGNA 





On July 21, 198, as a result of the Parole Violator 
warrant issued above, Louis Campagna was apprehended by the 
U. 8. Marshal, Chicago, and returned to the Federal Penitentiary 
at Atlanta, Georgia, on July 23, 1940. Prior to returning to 
the penitentiary, he had appeared before Judge John P, Barnes 
who denied his request for freedom on a writ of habeas corpus, 
On September 2, 1948, he petitioned the U. S. District Court 
at Atlanta, Georgia, for his release on a writ of habeas corpus, 
fn December h, 1948, Judge E. Marvin Underwood sustained a writ 
of habeas corpus for Campagna. He was released from the 
penitentiary 15 days later. 


The Government appealed the decision of Judge Underwood 
to the U. S. Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals at New Orleans, 
wuich on November 12, 1919, reversed the decision of the lower 
court, 


Thereafter, Ganpagne petitioned the U. 5. supreme 
Gourt which on May 16, 1950, granted this petition for a writ 
of certiorari. In addition to the court case stated above 
arising out of the action of the U. & District Court at Atlanta, 
Georgia, Campagna also initiated two suits in the Circuit Court — 
of Appeals at Ghicago, Illinois, arising out of actions in the 
Federal District Court in Ghicago. Specifically, in one instance 
he appealed from the decision of Judge Barnes with respect to 
his ruling on his petition for a release from the custody of 
the U. S. Marshal on a writ of habeas corpus. On September 28, 
1949, the Circuit Court formally entered an order denying the 
motion to dismiss this case without prejudice. In the other 
instance, Campagna appealed from a decision of Judge haw 
(now deceased), U. S, District Court, Chicago, who denied his 
motion that the U., S. District Court review the action of the 
U, S. Board of Parole under the Federal Administrative Act. 
On September 28, 1949, the Circuit Court also dismissed this 
motion without prejudice. Insofar as Ganpagna was c.ncerned 
this left the only case still pending against him in the U. 5. 
Supreme Court. It is noted in this regard he was joined by his 
fellow paroles, Charles Gioe. This matter will be treated jointly 
with Gioe in a subsequent paragraph. 
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LEGAL ACTION TAKEN AGAINST SUBJECT CHARLES GIOE 


On duly 23, 1928, as a result of the Parole Violator 
warrant filed by Judge hoccrs, Charles Gioe was apprehended 
at 5:30 A.M., in Chicago, Illinois, and returned to the jederal 
Pentitentiary at Atlanta, Georgia, within a few hours. He did 
not appear in court in Chicago as did Gampagna prior to his 
return to Atlanta. Like Campagna, he petitioned the U. 5. 
District Court at Atlanta, Georgia, for his release from prison 
on a writ of habeas corpus. At the same time Judge Underwood 
ruled in favor of Gampagna, he also made a similar ruling in 
Gioe!s favor. In accordance with Judge Underwood's .ustaining 
Lis motion for release, he was released from prison on September 
20, 1948. On November 12, 1949, the U. S. Fifth Ciroult Court 
of Appeals at New Orleans reversed Judge Underwood's decision, 
Gioe, like Campagna, appealed his case to the U., 3, Supreme 
Court, which on May 16, 1950, granted a writ of certiorari, 
In addition to this, Gioe also initiated a suit arising out of 
Judge Shaw's refusal to review the action of the U. S. Board 
of Parole under the Federal Administrative Aot. The U. S, Circuit 
Court of Appeals thereafter dismizsed without prejudice on 
September 20, 1949, this motion of Gioe. 


SUBSEQUENT LEGAL STEPS TAKEN AGAINST LUBJECTS LOUIS OAMPAGNA 
AND CHARLES GIOE iu 


On November 13, 1950, the Supreme Court, by an equally 
divided vote affirmed the decision of the U. uo. Fifth Circuit 
Gourt of Appeals at New Orleans in the case against Gioe and 
Campagna. On January 5, 1951, the Supreme Court issued a mandate 
remanding this case to the District Court for the Northern 
District of Georgia. Cn September 18, 12951, the Honorable E, 
Marvin Underwood, U. 5. District Judge, ordered the discharge 
of Campagna and Gioe on October 2, 1951, unless further appeals 
were taken by the Government in this matter. On March 12, 

1952, Assistant U. S. Attorney H. H. Tysinger, ND Ga., advised 
that the Attorney General had recommended against appealing 

the decision of the Honorable E, Marvin Underwood, which decision 
granted discharge to Campagna and Gioe. «ir. Tysinger want on 
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to advise that the motion to dismiss the sanpeal and an order 
that the appeal be docketed and dismissed in the U. 5, District 
Court of Appeals for tho First District n been forwarded to 
that Cireuit Court of Appeals. 


LEGAT. STEPS AGAINST JOAN RCSELLI 


^ Parole Violator's warrant was issued for subject 
John Rosellt and he voluntarily surrendered to the ©, 3. Marshal 
st Los An;eles on July 27, 1948. A petition of habeas corpus 
was immediately filed by Roselli'ts attorneys. Senior U. b. 
District Judge Paul J. McCormick issued an order to show cause 
why the writ should not be granted and set August 2, 1918, for 
arguments on the order. Judge McCormick also ruled that Roselli 
must remain in jail pending this hearing. Subsequent post- 
ponements were had until September 7, 1948, when foselli's patie 
tion for writ of habeas corpus was denied by the U. 5» District 
Court, Los Angeles. An immediate notice of appeal was filed. 
On ilovember 16, 19h48, the U. 3. Board of Parole ordered the 
release of Roselli, indicating there was insufficient evidence 
to justify the revocation oir his parole.

PERZCONAD HISTORY: 





Paul De Lucia, who is better known in criminal 
circles as "Paul the Waiter" Ricca, was born in Apricena, Italy, 
on July 10, 1098. He entered the United States on August 10, 
1920, under the name Paul Maglio. He was naturalized in the 
U, Se District Court at Chicago on Leptember 27, 1920. he is 
married and has three children. He has resided in the vicinity 
of Chicago since 1920. 


GRININAL AOTIVITIRG GLNERALLY: 


De Lucia is well known in underworld circles in 
Chicago as « packeteer and gangster and was formerly a minor 
figure in the Capone Gang. He has associated xor many years 
with noboprious members oi the Capone tang. iie was indicted 
with other hoodlums by the Cook County, Illinois, Grand Jury on 
Cetober 18, 1940, on a conspiracy charge. The indictment grew 
out of the allesed "taking ower” of the bartenders union. 
De Lucis, however, was found not guilty. A Chicago Dally News 
article on 2ebruapy 1h, 1939, indicated that De Lucia hed been 
promoted to a position of leadership in the remnants of the 
Capone Gang and this promotion created much surprise in under- 
world circles. 


INFORMATION TEGANDING Tif .. ROLE OF PAUL D» LUCIA: 


Te Lucia was soleased on parole on August 13, 1947,» 
after serving the minimum amount of a sentenoe received on 
December 31, 1943, after his conviction for violation of the 
Anti-Rocketesering Act. Pe Lucia remained on parole until July 
15, 1958, at weich tine the parole wus revoked pursuant t5 tho 
Parole Violator!s Warrant signed by Judge rod 12;09T83, a meriosr 
of the U. S. Board of Parole. Gn July 16, 1346, De Lucia was 
apprehended cai com ltted to the Coox County Jail at Chicago. 
He petitioned for nis release to the J. 5. District Court at 
CLicago, Illinois, and after many continuances and hearings 
before Judge Michael Igoe was released on Novenber 23, 1948, 
Judge Igoe ordered his release waen the Government, through 
Assistant 7. Do. Attorney Jobn FP. Lulinski, elected to stand by 
its position that the acts of the U. 5. Board of I~ cle were 
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not subject to review by tle U. S. Ulstrlct Courts., 


ane U, Se Attorney at Calcea o buen appealed the 
decision of Judge Igoe to the Circuit Court of Appeals, thelr 
case number 978%. Gn December 8, 1949, the Clrouit Court of 
Appeals sustained Jud;e Igoets decision. 


On June 15, 1950, the U, S. Attorney at Chicaso, 
illinols, petitioned Judge Igoe for leave to plead over in 
conaeetlon with this case. On September 6, 1950, alter oral 
arguments, tas Government's petition for leave to plead over 
was allowed and the Government was given until September 13 to 
file the petition; however, on September 29, 1950, Judge Igoa, 
after reviewing ihe pebitlon, denied the Governnentts notion 
for leave to plead over. ae stated that he did not feel that 
he had jurisdiction in the matter for the jg. S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals had affirmed his previous action and that in bia 
opinion tie matter now rested with tne Cireult Court of Appeals, 
to which Court a petition for leave to reopen the case should 
be directed.

The next two entries on the folio card represented the payment 
for the services rendered by the hotel and an allowance of $1500, 
Concerning the “1500 allowance, Mikuta explained that on January 26, 
1948, vom Kelly accompanied by DeLucia, appeared at the Blackstone 
Hotel to settle for the cost of the wedding reception», There was a 
disagresment between Mikuta and Kelly in that Mikuts was of the opinion 
there were 600 people present, whereas Kelly indicated that only 500 
were in attendance. According to Mikuta, the matter was finally takon 
up with Mr. Fox, the manager of the hotel, who permilted an allowance 
on the statenent of 41500, Mikuta stated that durinz the entire 
discussion concerning this difference, DeLucia did not say one word,

CURE NT ACTIVITIZS OF STSJECT ROSULLI (Paze 169) 


Information received from confidential informants to the effect that 

subject John Roselli. was associating with undernorld characters in Ios Angeles 
was furnished to the Attorney General by memorandum dated March 5, 1948. The 

Attorney General requested that a full investigation in this matter he conducted. 
Roselli is closely associated with Eryan Foy,Vice President in Charge of Pro~ 
duction at the Karle-Lion Motion Picture Studio. Foy has a reputation of being 
a “Hoodlum lover', however, Roselli is recarded as being "too smart" to meet with 
racketeers and hoodlums opaniy. It has been rumored that such meetines on the 
part of Roselli were held secretly in either the Palm Springs or Encino, California 
residences of Bryan Foy. 


EMPLOYMENT STATUS OF SUBJECT CHARLES GIOR (Pace 170) 


On June 15, 1948, 16 was determined that subject Gioe was employed 
with the Tote Brush, Inc., another company in which Feul D. Mann aas a financial 
intorest, According to the terms of Gioe'!s parole, he was to be employed by the 
Consolidated Wire and Associated Industries, a concern also controlled by Mann. 
Gioe did not obtain permission from the parole authorities for fails change in 
employment. 


CONGRESSIONAL INT- -RIST IN INVESTIGATION (Pace 171) 


Concurrent with the Grand Jury hearings in tnis case, representatives 
Fred E. Busbey (R.-I11.) and Clare WX. Hoffman (R.-Michigsn) have continued to 
express an interest in this case. On three occasions this year these Conzressmon 
have attempted to secure testimony from the Director or Bureau official con- 
cerning this cass. In all instances the request was referred to the Attorney 
Genera... and the Congressmen advised that the Enreau would be guided by the 
instructions of the "Attorney General in this regard.

BASIS FOR OURRENT INVESTIGATION EY FBI 





By memor&ndum dated September 15, 1947, ‘ttornay General Tom Ce 
Clark advised that he had been informed by Congressman Frad Busbey (H.-I11.) 
that there was indication of Lribery in connection with the recent parole of 
lovis Campagna, Charles Gloe, Philip Louis D'Andrea, and Paul De Lucia 
(more commonly known as Paul Ricca). ‘The Attorney Generel requested an 
immediate and full investigation of this allegation. (EXHIBIT 1) 


The Attorney General on the same date telephoned the Director and 
reiterated his request for a full. investigation, stating that the Department 
would prosecuta if the allegation was aubatantiated, (EXHIBIT 2) 


Campagna, Gloe, D'Andres&, De Lucia (Ricca), and John Roselli were 
sentenced in the U. Te District Court for the Southern District of New York 
to ten years in a Federal penitentiary and fined (10,000 on December 31, 1943, 
for violation of Section 420a, Title 16, U, S. Code, tbe Anti~Racketesring 
Statute, which wis passed June 16, 1934, and made it an offense for anyone to 
interfere with trade and commerce by violence, threats, at cetera, (EXFIBIT 3) 
This Act was amended on July 3, 1946, to generally make it a felony to inter 
fere with commerce by robbery or extortion. 


ALL five of these subjects began serving their sentences on March H, 
L944. ALL five were released on parole on August 13, 1947, by unanimous decision 
of the U» 5, Board of Perole, which was then composed of the following members: 
Judge T. Webber kilson, Chalxwen, (subsequently resigned and is now deceased), 
Judge Fred 5. Rogers, and Judge B, Je Monklewiosz, Accordingly, at the tine of 
their release on August 13, 1947, the subjecta had each served a total of 3 
years, 5 months, and 5 days, or l month and 5 days more than one-third of their 
respeotive sentences. |

Judge Ropers stated that Paul Dillon, an attorney from St. Louisa, 
Missouri, acoompanied by an associate, Glenn Hoehm, appeared before the Parole 
Board on Ausust 7, 1947, as attorney ior all five subjecta and "presented a 
logic&l and concise statement" in favor of paroling,. Judge Rogers pointed out 
that ihe case of these subjecte was “just another oae" to him until newspaper 
publicity appeared attacking the paroles. 


Judge Rogers indicated that he had gained the inference from the 
articles appearing in the Chicago Tribune that the Tribune was alleging a defi- 
nite "fix" and that in his mind the inference was principally that someone in an 
official capacity had been paid something of value, He added that on September 
12, 1947, l& prepared a momorandum to the Attorney General pointing out this fast 
and suggesting that an investigation be condusted, This memorandum was not for- 
warded, however, for the reason that an investigation was instituted prior te his 
sending it oxbe The Judge stated he felt positive there was no "fix" in comed- 
tion with these paroles. He re-maphasizad that the decision in favor of parole 
reached by him was based solely on a review of subjects! prison records, the 
appesrane of the defendants in oral interviews and statements mede to the Board 
by their attorney. He added that to his knowladige no money was paid to any offi~ 
eial in connection therewith. 


(c) lI. WEBBER WiiSON* (Now Deceased) 


I. Webber Ailson when interviewed at Coldwater, Mississiooil, 
stated that according to his recollestion he interviewed subjects Canpagna, 
Glos and DeLucia at Leavenworth in duly, 1947. He olsima that before ar- 
riving at Leavenworth he was rot cogniuant of the fact that these three 
prisoners were included in his list of over one hundred cases which he was to 
consider while at that prison, After hearing tbe oases of Canpagna, Gioe and 
LaLucia, Judge bilson in his report designated that their cases were to be 
given further consideration by the Board of Parole in Kashingtone 


Jt wat dudge silsonts recollection that the other two subjects, 
D'Ándre& and kosolll, were interviewed in prison by Judge Rogers. Une of the 
fiva subjcckg, (D'Andrea) whose identity wan not recalled by Judge Wilson, was 
Yeprescnted by Emanuel Stern of Fargo, borih Dekota, an attorney, who the Judge 
Wald was a former National Commiítteezan of the Republican Party. The romainiug 
four subjecia were represented by Attorney Paul Dillon of St. Louis, These two 
attorneys are reported by Judge Milson to have appeared before the Paroie Board 
af }astington on at least two occasions in behalf of their ellents, 


Judge wilson stated that his decision to vote in favor of grant~ 
ing paroles to the subjects involved here was based on the termination b, Judge 
Kuox of sentences being served by George Browne and Williom Bioff; the alls ga- 
tion that the five subjects were convicted of violating ihe Anti-Racketeering

that four of the subjecta did not have prior criminal records and one had not 
been involved with the law for twenty years; the removal of datainers a painst 
the subjects; recommendations received in behalf of the subjects from Catholic 
priests and other prominent citizens in Chicago. (Information conesrning these 
individuals is set forth under the caption XIST-RYI- 4S WITH PAROLE ADVISERS, 
PROSPECTIVE Ee PLOYERS AND PZRS.NS WHO INTERESTED THEMSELVES IN SUBJECTS! 
PARUIES".) Judge #ileon stated that his decisions in parole cases were always 
based upon the mcrits of the particular case, and he follows no generał rule in 
connection with the particular offense for which a subject was convicted. J udge 
"lson indicated he would not have voted for paroles had Federal, detainors 
against the subjects been permitted to reuain in force. The Judge added that to 
his knowledge, Attorneys Stern and Dillon, other than throuzh their arguments to 
the Board, used no other meane in attempting to influence a decision of the 
Parole Board meubers. 


Uther than considering recomuendations from individuals Judge 
‘Wilson classified as priests and citizens of unquestioned reputation in vhicago, 
Silson denied that influence of any other type was brought to bear on members of 
the Board. He stated he did not know who employed Stern and Dillon and that 
macubers of the Board never inquired into such a matter. 


Wilson also advised that he did not make any inquiry relativa to 
the character, reputation, or associates of the individuals who sponsored the 
granting of the paroles in this case. He stated he has never followed that 
policy in any case and forther that he was assuming the citizens of Chicago 
from whom he received recommendations were people of good character and repu- 
tation inasmuch as the majority of their letters on behalf of the subjects were 
written on letterheads indicating they were connected with large concerns such 
as International Harvaster. 


Judge wilson #iso pointed out that before any prisoner may be 
paroled he must have a parole adviser, a citizen in the community from which 
the prisoner originally came, who will vouch for the parolee and assist in 
his rehabilitation, Before such an adviser is accepted by the Parole Board he 
must be Investigated ordinarily by the Federal Probation Officer in the Judi- 
cial District involved. In this instance, Wilson stated invest igation of the 
advisers was handled by the Federal Probation Officer in Chicago. 


| nile considering the applications of the subjects for parole, 
4ilson caused a letter to be written to Judge Bright in the Southern District 
of New York, soliciting his opinion concerning the prospective parole of sub- 
ject D'Andrea. Judge Brizht was not contacted by Wilson of the Psrole Board 
with reference to the other subjects. hen questioned on this point #ilson 
stated that Judge Sright's coments were solicited only as to subject D'Andrea, 
Since Attorney iimanuel Stern, who represented this subject, had specifically 
requested that he do so. Wilson advised he would not have requested Judge 
Bright's comments in this case if he had not received such a request from Stern. 
(Further discuasions had concerning this contact with Judge Bright concerning 
D'Andrea under the caption ATTITUDE OF PROS<CUTING ATTORNZY ANT SXSNTENCING 
JUDGE TOWARD PAROLE OF SUBJSOTS*.) 
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On Onteber B, 1947, Concgreseman Clare Hoffman (R-ifich.) advised the Bureau 
that he was interested in determining fhe reason for the retirenent of Siison from bis 
position as Chairman of the Parole Board, whether Hilson had made any large deposite of 
money and whether he was living in an extravagant style. 


The orders granting the paroles in this case were entered on August 7, 1947, 
to be effective August 13, 1947. ee resigned on Pearce ls 1947. With reference 
to his resignation Wilson stated that he had indicated to the Attorney General his dè- 
sire to resign at least sedens val digerere of hs resignation; that he resained 
on the Parole Board until September lu accordancs with dur sita see of the Attorney 
Üeneral. He stated that he has given approximately twenty years of his life to the 
Federal Ocrermesnt (he was with the Parole Hoard from July 25, 19355 until his resig- 
nation. His salary was $9,376.50 per annus); that his health is not too goods and 
thet he desired to return Lo Mississippi where he could lead a more quiet life. He 
stated he was not requested to resign and exhibited a letter addressed to him by the 
Attorney General expressing the latter's appreciation for his remaining with the 
Parole Board ag long ae he did,

For approximately twelve years prior to the first of September, 
1947, 5ilson and his wife resided at the Annapolis Hotel in Washington, De Ce 
During the first part of September, 1947, be returned to Coldwater, Misaissippi. 
Officials at this hotel have advised that ur, and Mra. Wilson were very conser- 
vative in their manners of living; that they very seldom entertained and ava no 
indication of living beyond their means, the Wilson's apartment at the rotel 
— of one room, kitchenette and bath at a rental of approximately 4100 
per month. 


Wilson owned a 900 acre farm approximately ten miles from Coldwater, 
Mississippi. His personal automobile was a 1940 or 1942 Lincoln Sedanette. 
No information was obtained during the course of the over-all investigation cons 
ducted in this case which would indicate that Judge Wilson lived extravagantly. 
Following hia resignation as Ghairsan of the Us 2. Gourd of rfarole, Wilson rø- 
turned to Mississlppi. He underwent medical treatment for cancer and subsequantly 
died from this Tilness on January 30, 1945.

Augustine James Parise, Brooklyn, New York, stated that he knows l 
nothing whatsoever about Louis temrapma and the other subjects involved in this — 
case except that the fanily of Louis: tanparna lived in the vouth Brooklyn 
neighborhood where he wag brought up 88 a young child. Parise advised that he 
had never approached Congressman Looney on behalf of Camparna. Ue indicated that 
his brother, Vdward Parise was probably tha one who had contacted the Concreséman.

Chauncey Bishop advised «hat he was assigned as Ccorrectionsil Officer 
ior a perícó of upcroxinately two rears in the visiting root of the U, Se

‘ngene Pernstein, attorney, appearing at tie penitentlary for the purpose of 
visiting Lou:s Campagna and Pavel Delucia.e During these visits Bernstein was 
accompanied by an individual who furnished his name as Joseph Bulger, who 
lis.el himself as an attorney om the visitors form. At the end of the first 
visit in 1945, Lishop escorted Bernstein and Bulger from the visitor's room to 
the front office, and, just before leaving, Bernstein thanked him for his 
courtosies and during the nand shake placed a relied mcney bill in bis bene. 
Bishop immediately returned the money to Bernstein, advising him that he could 
not accept gratuity. Eishop reported the incident to Warden 5. A. runter, 
baran Hunter subsequently advised that he recalled some such incident, but

Bishop identified the photograph of Anthony Joseph Accardo as the 
individual knom io him as Bulger, Laring one of the later visita by 3ernatein 
and pulger at Leavenwcrih, Bishop was told by Bernstein that Bulger was not an 
attorney but a business representative handling the interests of Canparna nd 
DeLuca.

Since his 
retirement Swisher hag baen in correspondence with other retired employees from 
the penitentiary who still resice in Leavenworth, Kansas. Swisher's corres- 
pondenis were identified as i. XL. N, Smith, ZL Shawiee Street and Er. Joe 
Bernard, Planters Apartment, both Leavenworth, Kangas. Swisher adyised the U.S, 
Attorney that sccording to information furnished to him by these individusls who 
have maintained their contacts with employees at the prison, Yarden Falter A. 
Hunber made daily visits to one of the subiectis of t is investigation while that 
subject was in the prison hospital. It was further alleged thet when Eugene Bern- 
stein, Chicago abtorney, visited the prison he talked with the Warden for as long 
as an hour on each visit, Ib was also alleged that the ardenis secretary, Miss 
Mary Jennison, made several unexplained visits to Chicago prior to the time that 
the paroles in this casa were granted. 


doe Bernard advised that the information furnished by him to Swisher 
was based upon statements made to him by E. N, Smith who is presently employed 
as a guard at the penitentiary. He said that in addition to the information. 
furnisned by Smith he had talked te a number of guards at the penitentiary. He 
said he believed these guards were Glenn Jones and Yícton He Downing.

Investization previously reported was conducted to determine the 
activities of the subjects immediately following their release from the peniten- 
tiary. During the course of this investigation numerous individuals employed at 
tle :iotel Muehlebach, Kansas City, Missouri, were interviewed. Among iLese 
individuals was Tony Flores, a room service waiter. Flores was interviewed on 
pecember 23, 1947. In varch Plores advised that approximately a week arter ne 
VAS -irsi interviewed in December a man whose identity was unknown io lores 
came io the latter's residence in Kansas City. ‘This individual was subsequanily 
identified through investi ation as thomas J. hanfre, President of ho Uiscelluneous 
iovel -mployees Union, Local 655, 1108 Central Sireet, Kansas City, Wissouri. 
Manfre told Flores that he was from the salters Union and without any preliminary 
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conversation further advised Flores that the latter had waited upon a group of 
men in a third floor room at the Muehlebach Hotel. He asked Flores if anyone 
had talked to him about this incident. Flores relied that he had been questioned 
by a Bureau Agent wio had displayed phoographs to him but that he had buen 
unable to identify any of the pnotographs. Hanfre then instructed Flores, 

"Don!t identify pictures. You will get a cut." Flores stated he was not 
interested and, in fact, did not know what Lanfre meant by "a cut." On she 
following day Flores received a telephone call from Zenfre in which case zaucfre 
indicat:;d that he wanted to talk to Flores again,  Lubsequently a moeting tetween 
Manfre and Floros took place in a hall of the Kuehlebach Hotel and Flores was 
again advised not to identify any pictures. 


The information received from Flores was made available to the U. 3. 
Attorney at Chicago who stated that he desired to have the matter gone into 
further. It was indicated by the U. S. Attorney that he would make available a 
group of photographs of the subjects of this case and various associates of the 
subjects who have testified before the Federal Grand Jury holding hearinys in 
this matter. these pictures were subsequently made available by the U. 5. 
Attorney and exhibited to Tony Flores who was unable to identify the photographs 
as being any of the individuals whom he had served on August 13 in the Muehlebach 
Hotel room. The failure of Flores to identify any of the photographs was c&lled 
to the attention of the U. S. Attorney who did not request any further invcstiga- 
tion. It was indicated by the U. S. Attorney that he would probably subpoena 
flores as well as Thomas J. Manfre before the Grand Jury. No information has 


been received as to wheth.r or not this course of action was followed by the 
U. & Attorney. 


Request Made June 4, 1948 


As previously noted on Page 145, the six prisoners who were released from 
Leavenworth Penitentiary on August 13, 1947, the same date as subjects Campagna, 
Delucia, and Gioe, have been identified as rex Alcana Taker, Leon A. vdwards, 
Herbert McGilton, Profit Ranson, Larl 5. Sharon, sr., and fharlic Lan Verga. 


It was ascertained that cdwards has been returned to Leavenworth 
Penitentiary as a parole violator. This fact was brou;ht to the attention of 
AUSA Miller, in the absence of USA Kerner ard the request for the reinterview 
of Edwards uas withdrawn, taker and McGilton upon interview advised that they 
were released from the penitentiary together between 5:30 and 9 AM on August 
13, 1947. “oo her individuals were released from she penitentiary with 
them. faker stated that he saw subject Delucia ¿b either the noon or ovening 
meal in the prison on August 12, McGilton said he saw subject Gioe in the 
prison yard at about 4:30 PH on August 12. 


Charlie Dan Verga stated he was released from Leavenworth Penitentiary 
with a group of other prisoners. Since Verga had been stabion-d on an honor 
farm outside the penitentiary, he did not know any of the other prisoners. 

He did not know any of the subjects who were confined at Leavenworth and was 
unable to identify any photographs of them. Profit Ranson said he was released 
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from the penitertiary on the morning of August 13, 1947, with eight o:her men. 
He identified photographs of subjects fampagria and DeLucia as being in the 
grcup of prisoners who left the penitentiary wi.h him. arl i, Sharon, Sr. 

was interviewed in she Green County Jail, Springfield, Missouri, where ho was 
then incarccrated on a forgery charge. He said that he was released from the 
Leavenworth Fonitentiary at about 11:30 AK on /ugust 13, 1947. He said that 
all of the individuals in his group on checking out of she penitentiary boarded 
the bus there and rode to Leavenworth, Kansas. He identified photographs of 
subjects Campagna, DeLucia, and Gioe as being in the group of prisoners released 
with him,

“rroknis 7) IDENTIFY "MIKE RYAN" 


The investigation requested by the USA, Chicago, on this occasion was 
predicated upon information received by him while in washington immediately 
preceding the request. the USA did not furnish any background for the in- 
vestigation requested, but did state that Ned Bzkes was possibly the mystcrious 
"Mike Ryan" who engaged Maury Hughes, Dallas attorney, to obtain a dismissal 
of the mail fraud indictments against subjects in New York City. It is noted 
that Hughes testified before the Congressional Subcommittee holding hearings 
in this case that he received a 515,000 fee for his legal services in this 
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regard. lu hes testified that he received this fee from a "Mike Ryan" whose 
identity he did not know. 


It appears that the informationed received by the USA while in 
Washington emanated from Congressman Tred E. Busbey end was received by the 
USA through the Department of Justice. In this connection Congressman Busbey, 
on June li, 1248, called at the Bureau and requested advice as to whether the 
individuals whose interview vas subsequently requested by the USA, Chicago, 
had been interviewed. Gn this occasion Congressman Busbey stated that he 
learn.d that Fortune Gallo had proceeded from Chicago to California where he 
contacted arl J. dgelch. Welch and Gallo then reportedly went to Dallas, 
Texas, where they contacted Mae Belcher who, in turn, took shem to Maury 
Hughes. ‘The group then allegedly went to Chicago where they met Vurray 
Humphreys, Chicago underworld leader, in the Stevens Hotel. In addition, 
meetings were allegedly held on the evenings of August 1, 2, and 3 (no 


year given, although apparently referring to 1346) in the Edgewater Beach 
Hotel, chicago. 


faury Hughes was reinterviewed at Dallas, Texas, and furnished the 
following information on June 25, 1948. He advised that for a number of 
years he had been acquainted with Ned Bakes, 1118 South Ashland ‘venue, 
Chicago, and that Bakes was a personal friend. He said he met Bakes several 
years ago ab a convention in Chicago and has visited him on most ocoasions 
when in Chicago. Hughes indicated that Ned Bakes did not, to his knowledge, 
have any connection with underworld characters in Chicago. Throughout the 
war years Bakes assisted Hughes in obtaining hotel reservations in Chicago 
and securing for him scarce merchandise, In the spring of 1947 Hughes 
stated that he told Bakes that he desired to secure an automobile and that 
Rakes made arrangements for Hughes to purchase a Dodge automobile through 
a dealer in Chicago.  jiughes made available a cancelled check dated August 
2, 1947, made payable to the Hart Motor Company, Inc. in the amount of 
21,881.91. This check was drawn on Hughes! account in the Dallas N:tional 
Bank. Hughes stated that this was the only automobile he purchased during 


1947, with the exception of his purchase of a Ford car at Dallas in December 
of that year. 


Hughes stated that in tho early part of 1946 he went to Chicago, 
together with Howard Dailey, a private attorney in Dallas, and Clyde Hood, 
Assistant USA at Dallas. Hughes stated that he had business in Chicago, 
the exact nature of which he could not recall. Dailey also had business 
of his om in Chicago. Hughes explained that Clyde Hood merely went along 
for the ride. His party spent one day in Chicago ard then went on to 
nashin;ton and New York before returning to Texas. 


Hughes definitely stated that Ned Bekes was not the "Hike yan" 
whe paid him his legal fee for his services in connection with the dismissal 
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ot the mail fraud indictments. 


Clyde Hood and Howard Dailey upon interview confirmed the information 
furnish;d by Hughes relative to sheir trip to Chicago. Both licod and Dailey 
admitted knowing Ned Bakes and Hood recalled their seeing Rakes while in 
Chicago on this trip which was in April, 1946. Hood also advised ihat he 
saw Bakes in Texas on two or three occasions in the past six months, On cne 
occasion Rakes was seen by him on kaury hughes! farm in Texas. Botn Hood 
and Dailey advised that Nash Adams, Dallas attorney, was not present on 
this pes Adams himself was interviewed and denied having been in Chicago 
since 1943. 


Jed Bakes, 1118 South Ashland Avenue, Chicago, a used automobile 
dealer, was inverviewed. He denied ever having used the name "Mike iyan" 
or to have been involved in any manner in connection with the granting of 
the paroles in this case or the dismissal of the mail fraud indictments 
against subject. Bakes did admit that he had been a friend of many years 
of Fortune Gallo. About four or five years ago Gallo introduced Bakes to 
«arl Welch of Los Angeles. fakes recalled seeing Gallo and welch while in 
California on vacation about two years ago. At that time he met Mae Belcher 
who was with Gallo and “elch. Bakes identified a photograph of Mae Belcher, 
IBI #1056312, as the individual who was introduced to nim in valifornia 
and who was known as the "Texas Gil ween." HSakes advised he first met 
Maury Huzhes during the Democratic Convention of 1340 which was held in 
Chicago. Rakes said he had never traveled any place with Lari ielch and 
has never met Murray Humphreys. Bakes said shat he is certain he was in 
Cnicago during ihe first two weeks of May, 1947. 


-ari #elch when interviewed stated he tad been a close personal 
friend of iortune Gallo for about twenty years. He has also known Maury 
Hughes casually for a number of years. selch stated he accidentally act 
Hughes in New York (ity ia Septenber or dctober, 1947, on which occasion 
he had lunch with Hughes and Gallo. welch indicated that Gallo had 
brought Ned fakes to Welch's home in Ios Augeles about eighteen months 
previous. ince that time selch stated he had seen Gakes on several 
occasions. #elch stated he had never heard Hughes mention aay of the 
subjects involved in this case. 


Fortune Gallo, Prosident of tne ian Carlo Opera Company, New York

The infomation obtained from the records of the Stevens lotel, Chicago, 
reflecting that Vaury Hughes registered there on May 6, 1947 , Was Specifically 
called to the attention of the U, S. Attorney at Chicago, inasruch as Tluches had 
previously testified that he was paid his $14,000 legal fee at New York City on 
this date. It was determined that Huches reristered at the Stevens Hotel at 
10240 P.le, on iay 6, 1947, which would have been possible therefore for WHorhes to 
have received his 714,000 during bankinc hours in Hew York City ani to have 
reached Chicago that evening by air. The U., S, ^ttorney did request , however, 
that branches of the Corn Exchange Bank in the vicinity of the Commodore lotel, 
sew York City be checked to determine if there was any record of Hughes receivins 
$14,000 at elther of those branch banks. ‘The banks indicated were contacted and 
no record of Hughes receiving a certificate of deposit or cashier's check was 
Located. 


The U. 3, Attorney at Chicago was advised of this foet and thereafter 
made available information concerning Burkes! testimony which indicated that 
zughes may possibly not have stayed at the Commodore Hotel in May, 1947, but may 
have stayed at either the Park Lane hotel or another hotel in the vicinity of either 
the Commodore or the Park Lane.

The records of the Fark Lane !lotel, New York Cit; failed to reflect any 
information with reference to Hurhes, "Uike Pyan" or a Vr. Siebers, Hr, William 
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Aull, assistant manarer of the Park Lane iotel, advised thet the nume "like Tyan" 
was vaguely familiar to him and for some reason he associated it with the Motel 
Chatham, Vanderbilt ‘Avenue and 48th Street, Ner York City. Mr. Aull advised that 
the name mar have been discussed by Dwicht "Bartlett, who vas formerly manacer of 
the Lotel Chath 


Willian Deering, assistant manager of the Chatham Hotel diei that 
accordine to the records of that establishrent, Maury Nushes of Dallas, Texas, had 
reristered there on May 3, 1947, and occupied Suite 604. This suite is presently 
ravistered in the name of the Consolidated Television Company, which company has 
been paying “20 per dar for this suite vince early 1946.  Deorinz stated that the 
Consolidated Television Company was formerly known as Emb: Distributors. The 
company which has also been known as the General Distributors and the Sutton 
Distributors deals in slot machines, juke boxes and vending machines. He added 
that Frank Costello, reputed "ew York racketeer, had on unknown occasions stayed 
overnicht in this suite. The names "ike Ryan" and Mr. Siebers were not familiar 
to Er, Deerins. He was unable to recall Maury Hughes, The hotel bill reflected 
that Eushes incurred expenses of 535.30 for cigars, telephone calls, etc. It 
was noted on the registration card that there vould be no charge for the recom. 
Hurhes checked out on tay 6, 1947, and did not pay his bill, which was sent to 
the Emby Distributors. 





Approximately two blocks north of the Chatham Hotel is located a branch 
of the Corn Exchange Bank at Park Avenue and 52nd Street. The records of this 
bank disclosed that a certificate of deposit 10070 was issued by the bank on 
Vay 6, 1947, indicating that Maury Hughes had deposited “14,000 to his om credit 
on that date, The certificate of deposit, endorsed by laury Hughes and by 
Hughes and Monroe, was deposited in the Dallas National Bank on May 9 or Hay 
10, 1947, and ultimately paid by the Corn Exchange Bank on May 13, 1947. The 
employees who handled this transaction are no lonzer employed at this branch of 
the bank. One of these employees was irs. Joscphine i. Carr, who now resides 
at 100 Elm Avenue, Mount Vernon, New York. lrs, Carr recalled that in the 
Sumer of 1947 a person who stated he was a professional man from Texas appeared 
before her care alone and requested a cashier's check or a certificate of deposit 
for .14,000. She vaguely recalled that he stated ke was in New York City for a 
convention. Mrs, Carr made outa certificate of ceposit out because of the large 
amount of money involved and because Hughes was a stranrer with no introduction 
or references, she called Ceorre 3. Bryan, then assistant manager of this branch, 
to her cage. She recalls that Hr. Bryan asked Hughes for identification and 
questioned him as to the source of the $14,000. As she remembers it, Huphes 
pave a "cagy anc evasive anster" which she was unable to recall. After Bryan was 
satisfied, "rs. Carr stated she gave Hughes the certificate of deposit, and he 
walked out. She is certain that the entire transaction was handled by “aury linghes y 
Bryan and herself. No other persons vere with lughes while he vas at her cage in 
the bank. She stated that the transaction took place in the early afternoon but 
she coul? not recall the denominations or approximate number of bills which Huches 
tendered in payment for the certificate. lirs, Garr stated that the nas "LU.

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RESULTS OF GRAND JURY PROCEEDINGS —— 


An indictment was retumed by a Federal Grand Jury at Gam on 
January 12, 1948, against. *ugene Bernstein and Anthony Accardo. Bench warrants 
were issued on the same date. The indictment was in five counts and charged a vió- 
lation of Section €O and Section 88, Title 18, U. 3. Code (Section 80 is the | 
 Palse Claims Statute and Section 88 is tho general Conspiracy Statute). 


| Count one of the indictment charged that Accardo ahd Bernstein know- 

ingly, wilfully falsifying, concealing and covering up by means of a trick, scheme 
and device à material fact of a matter witiin the jurisdietion of the Department 
of Justice, a department of the United States, conspired to secure admission of 
Anthony Joseph Accardo to Leavenworth Penitentiary to visit Pavl DeLucia and 
louis Campagna, inmates thereof, by concealing the true identity of Accardo and 
preventing the warden, or persons acting in his place, from properly exercising - 
his discretion upon the matter of propriety of admitting Accardo to visit the 
aforesaid inmates. Cowit ons contained 29 overt acts, naming specifically cight 
letters written by Bernstein to the ‘Worden of Leavenworth Penitentiary request- 
ing permission to visit Campagna, two telezrams sent by Sernstein to the Warden con= 
taining Bimilar requests as set out in the letters , and ten telephone conversations 

between Eemstein and Accardo during tho pertinont period, and nine visits to the 
penitentiary, whereupon oo signed the admission register using the name of 
Joseph Bulger. | 


Counts two througa five — specifically to letters written = 
Bernstein to the Warden of Leavenworth Penitentiary dated October 9, 1945, 
January 7, 1946, April 20, 1946, and July 11, 1946, and the false registration 
on each subsequent visit in connection with these letters as signed by Accardo 
on the admission register at Leavengorth Penitentiary. 


The acts enumerated on counts two through five state that the defen- 
dants did knowingly andwmilfully conceal and cover up by means of a trick, scheme 
and device the true name and identity of Anthony Joseph Accardo, the matorial 
fact, anda matter within the jurisdiction of the Department of Justice, a 

department of the United States of "America. 


Accardo and Bernstein sutrendered themselves to the I. 8. Marshal, 
Chicago » Illinois, on Jamary 13, 1948, and were innediately thereafter released 
on bond. Bernstein's bond was reduced from $10,000 to $5,000 and Accardo's bond | 
was set at $10,000. | 

On June 7, 1943, Accardo and Bernstein were arraigned in the Us 8. 
District Court at eee 1p They entered pleas of not guilty. The trial of this 
case was set for November 8,1948. ‘After a jury trial, Accardo and Bernstein were 
acquitted on November 21, 1948. The Orand Jury was reported to nave been dis- 
“charged at its own request on sa a 16, 1948, without further action. |

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ACTION TAKEN IY Us Se BOARD OF PAROLE 





According to information nade available by Fr. Otto Ferner, Jre; 
U. S» Attomey, Chicago, subject Faul DeLucia was arrested at nis residence 
on June 16, 1948, ty che H. G. Marshal purs'onh to a parole violator's warrant 
issued b; the U. S. Board of Parole, Telucia was released from custody the same 
day on bond pursvant to a writ cf harens corpus filed in his behalf in the HU. S. 
District Court, Chicaro. A hearing on this writ was set for July 8, 1946. On 
that date, District Judce Michael I. Izoe heard legal &rzurents from the attorney 
for DeLucia and the U. S. Attorney as to the writ. After subsequent adjournnents, 
dudve Igoe granted ihe writ on November 23, 1948 and ordered DeLucia released. The 
U. S. Attorney indicated he wuld enter an anneal. 


Mr. Kemer advised that louis Canpagna, accompanied by his attomey, 
surrendered to the U. S. Attorney in the chambers of TJ. S+ District Judge John 
P. Carnes ab 10:15 A. X. on July 23, 1945, pursvant to a parole violator's warrant. 
A weit of habeas corpos was immediately filed and Camiena was civen a hosring by 
dudzo Barnes. The writ of habeas corprs was denied and Cammarna mas thereafter 
transported to the Atlanta Penitentiary. 


Stbject Charles toe was arrested by the J. 5. Marshal at chicaco on 
July 23, 1948, on a parole violator's warrant. He was immediately transported 
thereafter to the Atlanta Fenitontiary. 


Writs of habeas corpus were filed on September 2, 1948 in USDC, 
Atlanta in behalf of subjects Campa and ioe. "The court ordered the government 
to show cause by September 20, 1948 why petitions should not be granted. The 
writs ellece that there was no basis for the issuance of parole violator warrants @ 
claiming the warrants were issued oniy berawa of political pressure occasioned by 
the Congressional Committee interested in this case. Hearings on these write were 
held on Ochobor 28, 1048. On Decertor 4, 1946, the USDC, Atlanta, sustained the 
writs of habeas corpus and ordered Ganpazna and Gioo released. An appeal from 
this decision is pending. 





à parole violator'!s warrant was also issued for subject John Pozel. 
He voluntarily surrendered to the U. S, larshal at los Lugeles on July 27, 1948. 
A petition of habeas corpus was imediately filed Ly Ros2llits attarneys. Senior 
U. S. District Judge Pml J- McCormick issued an order to show cause my the 
writ should not be granted and set August 2, 1940, for arguments on the order. 
However, dudze McCormick rvled that Roselli must remain in jail pending tails 
hearing. This hearing was subsequently continued to August 16, 1948, and on that 
date to August 25th to allow attorneys for Roselli to file further briefs. On 
Septenbor 7, 1948, Rasellits petition for writ of halcas corpus was denied by 
the WDC, Los Angeles, An imediate notice of apresi was filed. Press dispatches 
dated November 16, 1948 stated that the T. S. Poard of Parole had ordered the 
release of Roselli indicating that there was insufficient evidence to justify the 
previous revocation of Rosolli!s parole.

Easle-Lion Studios. The informant indicated that Roselli is closely associated 
with Bryan Foy, Vice-Prasidant in Charge of Production at the Lagle~Lion Studios. 
Foy, according vo Lhe informant, has a reputation of being a "hoodlum lover", in 
the opinion of this informant, Roselli is "too smart" to meet with racketoers and 
hoodlums openly. The informant has heard it rumored that any meetings with such 
individuals by Roselli are made secretly ln either the Palm Springs or Encino, 
California, residences of Dryan Foy. 


According ee is pres- 
satiy serving as a confidential informant, Roselli is being very careful about 


his activities because he is on parole. According to this informant, Hosellits 
salary at the LZaple-Lion Studie has been raised from 460 to 2100 per week. It 
Was also learned by this informant that Roselli has invested between ;20,000 
and 130,000 in two notion pictures being produced at the studio. 


Roselli has failed to register as a convicted felon with either the 
Los Angeles or Palin Springs Police Lepartments. In accordance with a request 
of the Department, the Los Angeles Police Department has been advised with 
reference to Hosellits failure to so register. According to information developed 
from à cicrophone surveillance being maintained on Hoselli's office, it 1g spparent 
that the Loa Angeles Police Lepartment is conducting some inquiries concerning 
Roselli and that Noselli is cognizant that such inquiries are being uade, 


Rosellifs parole was revoked and he was taken into custody July 21;
